1. This action is responsive to amendment filed 4/15/2005. 

2. The disposition of the claims is as follows: claims 1-52 are pending in the application. 
Claims 1, 6, 12, 15, 18-20, 29, 37 and 45 are independent claims. Claims 12-17 and 19-52 have 
been cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. In view of amended and cancelled claims and review of cited references, 102 rejections 
are withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-11 and 18 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's amended independent claims 1, 6 and 18 stand novel over the related prior 
art. For instance, while the related art of 'Mastering Excel 97' does perform placement for 
WordArt objects into the worksheet, where one can move, resize, and format it just like any 
other object, 'Excel' does not automatically process a display of a plurality of objects within an 
electronic structured document that enables command text to be used by a user to switch between 
a vertically-arrayed text and a horizontally-arrayed text as detailed by independent claims 1, 6 
and 18. 

Therefore as claimed by the combined elements of amended independent claims 1, 6 and 
18, the cited references and prior art of record lack separately and in combination the elements of 
amended claims. Claims 2-5 and 7-11 depend from allowable independent claims 1 and 6 and 
therefore are also allowed.
